How They Prove of Incalculable Value 


to Woman at Her Work. 


Too much cannot be said in favor of 


training the hands to do whatever work 
they are called on to do with exactness. 
A vast amount of the force of the world 
is merely wasted because the worker has 
not been properly trained to work in 
the simplest and best manner. Want of 
method is at the bottom of most of the 
troubles of overworked nervous women. 
They fritter away more than double the 
amount of energy required to do their 
work properly, and yet often fail in ac- 
complishing it at the end. 


A systematic cook will go into her 


kitchen, lay out the' materials for an 
elaborate dinner, and by steady, orderly 
work will have everything ready at the 
proper time. She will leave no debris of 
her work behind when the dinner is 
served, and—except for the few pots and 
pans soaking—there will be no sign 
about the kitchen of what she has ac- 
complished. The housekeeper who in- 
dulges in brilliant flashes of industry 
and lets her work slide between times is 
an abject failure, but not more of one 
than the over energetic housewife who 
takes a dozen steps where three will suf- 
fioe, and uses up her strength in petty 
ways, so that she is unable to accomplish 
necessary tasks or only does them finally 
by an almo&t superhuman effort. 


As a rule American housekeepers dis- 


like science and method as applied to 
their work, and with some show of rea- 
son. 
Grubamites and various other food 


cranks have appropriated good terms, 
full of meaning originally, and have ap- 
plied them to their own ideas. 
Scien- 


tific cooking is associated almost irrev- 
ocably in the mincl of the, average 
housekeeper with bran bread and oat- 
meal mush—a, diet now warranted by 
intelligent physicians to break down the 
strength of a Tartar savage. 
Thorough 


scientific knowledge of what is neces- 
sary to sustain life would lead any one 
to avoid such a diet. The matters which 
it is especially necessary to bring down 
to a scientific basis in order to save time 
are methods of work. 


In the kneading of bread, for example, 


if the work is done properly and the 
dough turned aud folded systematically 
in kneading there is no waste, no stick- 
ing of bread to the bowl it is raised in, 
and no dnst left over the board. The 
simple exercise of kneading steadily and 
easily for half an hour is no hardship; 
it is, on the contrary, an admirable and 
delightful exercise, which may be recom- 
mended for broadening the chest. When 
the proper method of handling the ppste 
in making puff paste is once acquired 
you may discard marble tables and 
chilled rolling pins, and sticcessis as cer- 
tain as it can be from any merely human 
work. 


If the skilled housekeeper is offered 


any labor saving tool to assist her in this 
work she can tell in a moment, if she 
understands the best method, whether 
the new tool will be of assistance or 
merely offers ainakeshift for the genuine 
process. Good makers of cake formerly 
used an old fashioned egg whip. By 
taking long strokes in a moment or two 
they beat the whites to a coarse, moder- 
ately stiff froth, such as makes a deli- 
cate, tender cake. With some of the 
new patent beaters they can produce a 
fine froth, stiff and tough enough to bend 
w^hen cut. A good cake baker knows, 
however, that such a froth will produce 
a fine grained, but a tough cake. 


Again, in mixing in the flour with the 


other ingredients, -the trained worker 
knows that if she folds the flour in care- 
fully, instead of taking circular stirring 
s'.rokes, her cake will be feathery light, 
but that with the circular stirring she 
will break down the whites and render 
the cake liable to be tough. Her success 
depends upon scientific knowledge of the 
proper way to do her work in every case, 
[n cleaning there is a right and a wrong 
way. 
If the worker scrubs a floor in 


the go lucky '-hit or miss" style of some 
charwomen &he can devote a great dea! 
of strength to her work and yet leave a 
larger part of tho dirt on the floor when 
sho is done. 
If, on the contrary, the 


worker keeps two pails of water at hand 
one to scrub with and one for rinsing the 
floor with, abundance of clean cloths anc 
a firm brush, and tho floor is scrnbbec 
with the grain of the wood, it may be 
cleaned with very little outlay of muscle 
—New York Tribune.

killed, and there was n general uprising. 

Grimwood, 
although badly wounded in the arm, dis- 
played heroic qualities. 
While the bullets 


were 
falling 
around, she 
tended the 


wounded in the collars of the residency and 
found them food. Then came the horrors 
of the retreat. 
She says: 
"We had to 


leave the residency ia ft terrible hurry 
when tho firing began. 
My shoes and 


stockings, which were very thin, were in 
rags long before wo got to British territory, 
end I had to walk barefoot. My clothes 
were soiled and torn, and I bad to throw 
away everything I could du without. 
For 


the firwt day and a half we bad nothing to 
eat at all. Can you imagine what it was to 
be the only woman with a number ot sol- 
diers under such circumstances, whore pri- 
vacy of n"y kind is an impossibility? Bat 
they wu 
one and all more thoughtful 


than almost a woman could be?" 
Iu tho 


flight Mrs. Grimwood was ten days without 
taking of! her clothes. The relief experi- 
enced was great when the refugees encoun- 
tered a body of friendly native troops. At 
that time the Colonel Batcher had two 
cartridges left—one <or Mrs. Grimwood 
and the other for himself if capture was 
imminent. 
The British Government has 


bestowed on this lady a pension of £140 a 
year, and a special grant of £1,000 in rec- 
ognition of her services. Queen Victoria 
had also permanently conferred on her the 
order of the Red Cross. 


Edward .Burgess. 


The triumphs of American yachts are in- 


eopnrnbly bound up with the name of Ed- 
ward Burgess, who died in Boston last 
week. He was the designer of tho Poritnn, 
the Mayflower and the Volunteer, all of 
which defeated British yachts which come 
here in a vain attempt to wrest the Queen's 


cup, 
won by America iu 1851, from the 


hands of its keepers. 
He was born forty- 


three years ago in Sandwich, Barostable 
county, Massachusetts, 
His father was a 


wealthy merchant. 
Young Bnrgesa en- 


tered Harrard, and was graduated in 1871, 
His father soon after failed, and in 1873 
Bnrgess returned to Earrard as instructor 
in entomology, in which science he was 
very proficient. 
He was fond of yachting 


and had a mathematical turn of mind, 
which, in 1881, he applied to ynoht build- 
ing. 
His first Buceesf" was the Puritan, 


which competed with the Priscilla before 


meeting the Britisher, the Geuesta. The 
Parilan beat the] Genesta first by sixteen 
minutea, nineteen seconds; subsequently 
by one minute, thirty-eight seconds. 
In 


1886 the Galatea made the attempt, bat 
was quite unable to cope with the genius 
of Bargess, as exhibited in the lines of the 
Mayflower. 
Tho Thistle shared the same 


fate against Bargess' Volunteer. No Eng- 
lish yacht has since tried to take away the 
oup from us. There are now considerably 
over a hundred Burgess boats on eastern 
waters. Mr. Burgess took up naval archi- 
tecture as a profession, and suon acquired 
a competency. 
From time to time he 


wrote pamphlets on entomological subjects. 
A great reception was given to him at 
Fanenil Hall, Boston, October 7, 1887, by 
his fellow townsmen. 
A fund was raised 


and presented to him on this occasion. 
Mr. Bargess married Miss gallivant of 
Colambns, Ohio. 
She was considered 


very beautiful, and sat for "Erato," the 
Goddess of Love ia the pictnre of the Nine 
Muses, which is now in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Arts, New York.
